The Bonus Zero Hour 
Is Fast Approaching— 

The zero hour is here. The big 
push is about to begin. 


Next week hundreds of thou- 
sands of soldiers throughout the 
nation will advance in skirmishing 
formation—-not over a trench top, 
this time, with some war-searred 
hill as their objective, but through 
peaceful streets to post offices, 
where the government will be 
cashing their bonus bonds. 

More than a billion and a half 
dollars will be paid out. In Cali- 
fornia alone, $122,833,011 will go 
to 200,424 veterans. How will they 
spend it, and what effect will it 
have on us, on business, on prices? 

An American legion survey says 

they'll pay $465,000,000 on old bills 
and debts, they’ll buy $375,000,000 
worth of homes, invest $105,000,000 
in their own _ businesses, spend 
$105,000,000 for clothing, $90,000,- 
000 for home furnishings, $90,000,- 
000 for autos, and the rest for 
savings accounts, insurance, home 
equipment, farm equipment and 
miscellaneous. 
_ What a flood of new money! But 
is it inflationary to the degree that 
it will force up retail prices on 
everything we buy? 
sured that any such effect will be 
minimized because modern retail- 
ing methods—-volume methods of 
big turnover and small profit on 
each unit—have endowed our price 
structure with a new stability. 

With the price rise bogey routed, 
there should be an end to objec- 
tions to this bonus, which the vet- 
erans are getting, now, after many 
weary years of trying. The move 
has been made. The time for argu- 
ment is past. We can all welcome 
the buying, and join in the general 
rejoicing. 

After all, the bonus will spread 
cheer down deep through the ranks 
of discouraged men, bringing new 
hope to hundreds of thousands.

Hilarious crowds once gathered 
in huge amphitheaters of old Rome 
to be thrilled by the spilling of 
human blood. What a sickening 
thought that is to us now. | 

And yet on one single national 
holiday in this country, more blood 
is spilled along crowded streets 
and highways than ever was in 
any Roman holiday of death ever 
staged. Does that sicken us? It 
ought to. righ 

You read the tragic headlines 
after the last holiday, Memorial 
day, climaxed by accounts of those 
seven killed in Illinois when their

July Fourth is next. Will it be 
another Roman holiday? 

Look at the record, just for Cali- 


fornia. Daily deaths on the high- 
way average between seven and 
eight. Yet last year, on New 


Year’s day, twenty-five were killed. 
Only July Fourth, twelve. On 
the labor day weekend, forty met 
death, Armistice day saw twelve 
die, and Christmas fourteen, So 
says the record book of the Motor 
Vehicle Department. 

On these days our highways are 
a mad, deadly jumble of eppeting 
autos, of Jumbering trucks and 
wide busses, of reckless fools 
weaving in and out, of clashing 
steel and of grief--our Roman 
holiday of the road. 

It would not be thus if men all 
resolved to drive carefully. 


World’s Biggest Business— 

It is Uncle Sam's postal depart- 
ment. There are 44,015 postoffices 
with 122,000 employes in this sys- 
tem. "The cost of operating it will 
total approximately $760,000,000 for 
this fiscal year, ending June 30, 
next. Revenues during the year 
will total $670,000,000, or $90,000,- 
000 short of paying for itself. It 
is estimated that $32,500,000 of this 
deficit is due to the using of the 
franking privilege, by which more 
than one billion pieces of mail are 
handled annually free of charge.

$986,780 of federal funds. 

Development of a master plan, 
which will keep the park substan- 
tially in its natural state. 


Immediate construction of an 
18 hole golf course in upper wild- 
cat canyon, the erection of a club 
house to serve also as an adminis- 
tration building for that area. 

The development of a_ water 
supply through the erection of a 
lake by a dam in upper wildcat 
canyon to catch the surface run- 
off water by the rehabilitation of 
wells and springs. 

Construction of 
roads and trails. 

General park development, which 
includes the building of play fields, 
picnic areas and camp sites. 

Reforestation, and other plant- 
ing of trees. 

Rounding out of the open air 
amphitheater in what is known as 
redwood bowl.

Supreme Court’s Minimum Wage Ruling 


Assailed by Chief 


Justice Hughes 


Justice Brandeis, Stone and Cardoza Join in Vigorously 
Dissenting Opinion that Liberty of Contract Clause 
Does Not Bar States From Limiting Activities 


The opinion of the reactionary 
majority of five out of nine jus- 
tices of the United States supreme 
court holding the New York min- 
imum wage law for women uncon- 
stitutional was based on two 
grounds: 

1. That it violated the due proc- 
ess clause of the fourteenth amend- 
ment, which is usaully relied upon 
to protect “liberty of contract.” 

2. That it was discriminatory 
in favor of working women as 
against working men. 

These claims were militantly at- 
tacked by the dissenting opinion of 
Chief Justice Hughes, concurred in 
by Justices Brandeis, Stone and 
Cardoza, as a wholly unwarranted 
interpretation of the federal con- 
stitution. 

The majority opinion, written by 
Justice Butler, was shared by

President Pleads 
Needy Be Treated 


As Human Beings

‘Message Hits Professional 
Attitude Towards 
Plain Folks 


A strong plea that relief of the 
|needy be kept on a human rather 
| than a professional basis was made 
this week by President Roosevelt 
|}to the national conference on so- 
cial work at Atlantie City, N. J., 
jattended by 5,000 welfare workers 
from all parts of the country 

In a letter to Monsignor Robert 
F. Keegan, executive director of 
Catholic charities in the New York 
diocese and president of the con- 
ference, the president said: 

“Many of us are accustomed to 
appealing for the cause of hu- 
manity. Let us remember that hu- 
manity is not society; humanity 
is just plain folks. 

“Some of our so-called leaders 
have made the mistake of looking 
upon men and women as economic 
social units. Logically, therefore, 
they speak of men and women as 
individuals, just as they would of 
other things—of animals or plants 
or atoms. 

Dealing With Persons 

“In matters of social welfare, we 
should keep sight of the fact that 
we are not dealing with ‘units,’ 
‘individuals’ or with ‘economic 
men.’ We are dealing with per- 
sons. Human personality is some- 
thing sacred. It enjoys the light of 
reason and liberty. It grows by 
rising above material things and 
wedding itself to spiritual ideals, 

“Our social order is worthy of 
human beings only so far as it 
recognizes the inherent value of 
human personality. 

“Our cities, states and nations 
exist not only for themselves, but 
for men and women. We cannot 
be satisfied with any form of so- 
ciety in which human personality 
is submerged.”

Industrial democracy for 
than 2,000 employes © of 
works progress administration was 
blocked by a_ ruling made by 
Comptroller General McCarl that 
the five-day week asked by a poll 
of the employes was illegal. The 
employes asked that the four hours 
of Saturday work be added to the 
tive other work days so that, they 
would have a full Saturday off 
each week. 

In justifying his decision McCarl 
cited an act passed by congress 
in 1931 which provided a five-and- 
a-half-day week, including a four- 
hour Saturday for all government 
employes in Washington. This was 
the first time he had been asked 
to rule on the question of volun- 
tarily transferring the four Satur- 
day hours to the other work days.

“We have repeatedly said,” he 
continued, “that liberty of contract 
is a qualified and not an absolute 
right.” In support of this state- 
ment, he quoted the following ex- 
cerpt from a former decision of the 
supreme court: “There is no abso- 
lute freedom to do as one wills or 
to contract as one chooses. Liberty 
implies the absence of arbitrary re- 
straint, not immunity from reason- 
able regulations and_ prohibitions 
imposed in the interests of the 
community.” 

Protective Legislation Justified 

Turning to the specific question 


of constitutionality the chief jus- |

tice said: 
“The test of validity is not arti- 


ficial. It is whether the limitation 
upon the freedom of contract is 
arbitrary and capricious or one 


reasonably required in order appro- 
priately to serve the publie in the 
light of the particular conditions 
to which the power is addressed. 
“When there are conditions 
which snecifically touch the health 
and well-being of women, the state 


may exert its power in a reason- 
able manner for their protection, 
whether or not a similar regula- 


tion is, or could be, applied to men. 


“The distinctive nature and func- | t 


tion of women—their particular 
relation to the social welfare—has 
put them in a separate class. The 
separations and corresponding dis- 
tinctions in legislation is one of the 
outstanding traditions of legal his- 
tory 

“The fourth amendment found 
the states with that protective 
power and did not take it away or 
remove the reasons for its exer- 
cise. Changes have been effected 
within the domain of state policy 
and upon an appraisal of state in- 
terests. 

“We have not yet arrived at a 
time when we are at liberty to 
override the judgment of the state 
and decide that women are not the 
special subject of exploitation be- 
cause they are women and as such 
are not in a relatively defenseless 
position. 

“More than 40 years after the 
adoption of the fourteenth amend- 
ment, we said that it did not in- 
terfere with a state power by cre- 
ating ‘a fictitious equality.’ .°.. We 
called attention to the ample prec- 
edents in regulatory provision for a 
classification on the basis of sex.” 

Oregon Case Is Cited 

Citing the Oregon case where a 
state law limiting the hours of 
work for women was held constitu- 
tional by the supreme court, the 
chief justice said: 

“We thought that the disadvan- 
tage at which woman was placed 
in the struggle for subsistence was 
obvious and we emphasized the 
point that she ‘become an object 
of public interest and care in order 
to preserve the strength and vigor 
of the race.’ 

“We added that ‘though 
tions upon personal and contract- 
ual rights may be removed by leg- 


islation,’ woman will still be in a 
situation ‘where some legislation 
to protect her seems necessary to 
secure a real equality of right.’ 
She therefore still may be ‘prop- 
erly placed in a class by herself, 
and legislation designed for her 
protection may be sustained, even 
when like legislation is not neces- 


sary for men and could not be sus- 
tained ; 

“If liberty of contract 
viewed from the standpoint of ab- 
solute right, there would be as 
much to be said against a regula- 
tion of the hours of labor for 
women as against the fixing of a 
minimum wage. 

Test of Reasonableness 

“Restriction upon hours is a re- 
striction upon the making of con- 


were 


tracts and upon earning power. 
But the right being a qualified one, 
we must apply in each case the 
test of reasonableness in the cir- 
cumstances disclosed. Here, the 
special conditions calling for the 
protection of women, and for the 
protection of society itself, are 
abundantly shown. 


“The legislation is not less in the 
interest of the community as a 
whole than in the interest of the 
women employes who are paid less 
than the value of their services. 
That lack must 
of the public purse 

“Granted that the burden of the 
support of women who do not re- 
ceive a living wage cannot be 
transferred to employers who pay 
the equivalent of the service they 
obtain, there is no reason why the 
burden caused by the failure to 
pay that equivalent should not be 
placed upon those who create it. 

“The fact that the state cannot 
secure the benefit to society of a 
living wage for women employes 
by any enactment which bears un- 
reasonably unon employers does 
not preclude the state from seeking 
its objective by means entirely fair 
both to employers and the women 
employed. 

“In the statute before us, no un- 
reasonableness appears. The end is 
legitimate and the means appro- 
priate, I think that the act should 
be upheld.”

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LABOR WINS STRiBE IN FRANCE 


Iividently things are happening in France. A tre- 


mendous general strike has just ended in victory for 
labor. It is reported that the ten-point program which 
played such a fetermining part in the recent election 
was made the objective of the strikers. This program 
ine me d establishment of a forty hour week, increase 
in wages and eight other important concessions de- 
fended by labor. 

All these had been promised by the united front 
of left wing parties that swept France for a decisive 
victory in the recent elections held late in April. In- 
tead of waiting till the new government took charge 
au general strike was declared a few days before the 
new regime took office. This strike spread rapidly 
till more than a million workers were out, but unlike 
previous strikes they were not out in the streets, but 
in the factories where they worked. ‘They ate and 
slept there, harmed nothing, but refused to work till 
their demands were granted. 

The outgoing government turned the situation 
over to the new government and this new government 
whose leaders asked both sides to the dispute to sit 
down with them at the conference table. 

In the meantime various labor groups, made up 
on the one hand of the extreme radicals of labor and 
on the other of the most reactionary and conservative 
eroups, saw things in a different light and not only 
united their forces, but are reported to have merged 
their organizations into a general confederation of 
labor for all France, which embraces every viewpoint 
of labor from the most timid craft unionist to the, 
most aggressive industrial unionist. This merger is 
one of separately organized and previously opposed 
unions of labor. Even the formerly hated communists 
are now seated at the council tables of this new coali- 
tion of labor. 

On the other hand the largest employers of 
France are likewise pretty well all united into one 
central organization of manufacturers and all other 
large business enterprises. Thus their representatives 
spoke for the employing interests of France and the 
new confederation of labor spoke for all labor 
groups, while the gover nment officials took a firm 
stand for the strikers and announced that the meas- 
ures demanded by the striking workers would be 
enacted into law as soon as the new government 
could get them into shape to be adopted. The gov- 
ernment likewise refused to order troops to proceed 
against the strikers and even refused to ask the 
strikers to leave the workshops they were occupying. | 

Thus ended a strike which startled the world and 
it remains to be seen what will be the fruits of this 
sweeping MeIOKy for labor in France. 


WHERE ARE THE TEARS NOW?

How does it come that} 
you are so fervently concerned with what you, with- 
out any facts to support your prophesy, so glibly pre- 
dict will happen in the future? Never a word do you 
have to say nor a single tear to shed for the millions | 
who today already have lost their homes for non-| 
payment of taxes, This is the time of the year when 
delinquent tax lists are being published and al- 
though much is being said about the lists being much | 
smaller than last year, they are still so large that. 
anyone who looks at any such list, anywhere in Cali- 
fornia, must be impressed with the abnormally large 
number of people who are losing their homes right 
now because they cannot pay their taxes on these 
homes, although many of them have paid enough in 
sales taxes during the past year to pay their whole 
tax bill. |

control labor activities through the 


blacklisting of those who organize 
or strike for better working condi- 
tions; and 

Whereas, Public interests: de- 
mands the restriction of finger- 
printing as a means of identifica- 
tion of persons convicted of crimes 
and in certain occupations licensed 
by police authorities; now, there- 
fore, be it

pulsory fingerprinting and call; 
upon all members of organized la 
bor to resist and combat the drive 
for universal fingerprinting; anc

The thirty-ninth annual conven- 
tion of the Tennessee State Fed- 
eration of Labor held at Chat- 
tanooga was the largest attended 
meeting since the federation’s or- 
ganizi ition, over 160 delegates ‘be- 
ing present. 


R. S. McCann of Memphis was 
re-elected president. T. R. Cuth- 
bert, secretary of the Chattanooga 
Trades and Labor Council, was 
elected secretary-treasurer.
